we passed near by hundreds of fishing 
boats, many (biles from land, and the 
crew were as naked as toe day they 
were born. They made no attempt at 
anytbiug tuat could be called modesty. 


Among the war ships in the harbor is 


Her Kajesty ship Powerful, 1st class 
cruiser. 14,200 tonnage, 25,000 horse 
power. She is ono of the ships the 
English lads swear by. The differett 
countries have larger s juadrons of war 
ships in these waters all the time. The 
Russians hare twenty-three, with fifteen 
sea. going torpedo boats. ED gland has 
forty. France has seventeen. Germany 
has eight. Japan has about sixty-five 
all told. America has twenty-three, 
laclucling several monitors and three or 
four ships captured from Spain. That 
only includes thosa in active service 
Tbere are several others in one docks 
here under Hobson's supervision. You 
at home probably have more news in re- 
gard to the transport Hooker on tbe 
rocks at Manila bay, and the wreck 
of tbe Morgan City near Hobe than 7 
have here. 


The Hongkong papers speak of tbe 


behavicr of thu American troops in the 
city as exceptionally good, which reflects 
credit on officers and men alike. 
Tbe 


Tartar has come out of tbe dry dock, 
and will leave Sunday for home via 
Yokobonia. Tne sergeants of the Loyal 
Engineers entertained the sergeants of 
tbe visitors over night during their stay 
boiv. 


Visited the Koivloon dry dock one 


nf'ernoon and went on board the former 
Spanish gunboats Isla de Cuba and Isla 
de Luzon. They both lay at the wharves 
and a large force of Chinese mechanics 
are at work on them. It is a very large 
plant and thousands'of this class of 
labor must be employed there. The U.

Although Hongkong is an English

The main bnsi 
ness thoroughfare i« the Queen's Own, 
and from this runs these Chinese streets 
and they are swarming with celestials. 
The only wonder is that every kind of 
an epidemic docs not get in its work by 
the wholesale. They are everywhere— 
stores, banks and hotels. In the Chinese 
stores they have a large array of clerks, 
and in most of them they are stripped 
to the waist? 
Some of the hightone 


stores may be an exception to this. 
They get little pay aud can live on rice 
very che»p. 


One of my good friends wanted mt> to 


take out a lot of cheap watches here to 
speculate on, and even would advance 
cash to go in with me. Well, I am glad 
I did not indulge, for I have seen more 
watchrs, good and cheap, during my 
few days at Hongkong than I ever saw 
together in my whole life. The average 
laborer's pay here is 33 cents per day 
here, Mexican money at that, and the 
women are doing lots of men's work at 
that. 


While it is quite warm here, I do not 


feel tbe beat as much as I expected, only 
it's a sticky feeliug, and only by a bath 
once cr twice a day can we feel any de- 
gree of comfort. Clothes are very cheapf

one ot the firm of J. P. Morgan 


ft Co., of New York, appeared before 
the Industrial Commission and testi- 
fied concerning the organisation of the 
Federal Steel Company, the operation 
of the New Jersey Corporation laws, 
and the general relation between rail- 
roads and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. He urged particularly 
that directors of great corporations 
should have power to act more inde- 
pendently of tbe stockholders; that 
the New Jersey laws did not increase 
the stockholder's risks in increasing 
his benefits; that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should have power 
to change agreements made between 
railroads so as to prevent discrimina- 
tions against particular communities 
or particular classes of patrons. 


"The Federal Steel Company was 


organized In 1898," said Mr. Stetson, 
"and '1 have been familiar with Its 
affairs from the first. It sustains a 
closer relation between its capital 
stock and the actual value of its hold- 
ings than almost any other large cor- 
poration in the country. It is capital- 
feed for $100,000,000, that stock repre- 
senting the amalgamation of tbe Min- 
neapolis Iron Company, the Illinois 
Steel Company, and tbe Elgin Rail- 
road Company. The Morgan com- 
pany acts as agent for the combina- 
tion, but holds none of its certifi- 
cates." 


The witness refused to compare tbe 


Federal company with the Standard 
Oil Company, observing that he knows 
nothing about the latter corporation. 


"New 
Jersey law was better suited 


for the incorporation of the Federal 
Steel Company than the law of any 
other state. Much of our property, 
for instance, is held lu other states, 
and the New Jersey law is the only 
legislation which does not restrict 
such holdings beyond all reason. An 
additional advantage in that the stock- 
holders of New Jersey corporations 
mar examine the books only as the 
law provides. In other states cor- 
poration books are an uncertain quan- 
tity because of the continuous med- 
dling of others than corporation of- 
ficials. 


"The truth of the matter is that the 


greater the degree of freedom permit- 
ted the directors of a corporation the 
greater is the benefit to the stock- 
holders. If stockholders ever require 
protection against the directors of a 
company the various State Legisla- 
tures will be quick to grant It. But 
the directors make risks, not the 
stockholders, and they assume the re 
sponslbllity. I would give the board 
of directors of every corporation tho 
right to increase its own number at 
will. 


"New York has lost corporation 


business steadily because of her un- 
stable and inequitable taxes on cor- 
poration capital. The individual stock- 
holders are liable, moreover, in vari- 
ous degrees for the debts of the cor- 
poration in which they hold stock. In 
New Jersey, on the contrary, there is 
no individual liability for corporation 
debts and the tax-rate established is 
fair and unchanging." 


Questions asked by various mem- 


bers of th*1 Commission elicited tbe 
following general comment* 


"Capitalization has as a rule almost 


nothing to do with fixed values. If a 
company is organized with a capitali- 
zation of $100,000,000 and sells $100 
stock at $10 per share no one eon- 
eiders it to be worth $100,000,000. Not 
over-capitalization but ruinous freight 
and passenger rates have caused the 
greater portion of the railroad fore- 
closures of the past twenty-five years. 
Had the rates been a fraction higher 
most of the failures would never have 
occurred. The railroads of to-day are 
better directed than ever before. The 
officers represent the best business 
men in the country. As such they 
court publicity in managing their af- 
fairs.

VERDICT WAS SET ASIDE. 


His Views en Amendment te North 


CarolIns's Constitution. 


fltatesville, N. C., Oct 20.—Senator 


Prlchard spoke here In regard to the 
proposition to amend the provision of 
the .state's constitution prescribing 
the qualification for electors. 
That 


amendment'constituted, he said, the 


Set Important question presented to 


the people since the war. The con- 
stitution of 1868, framed by the Re- 
publican party, guaranteed free suff- 
rage to the rich, the poor and the 
educated alike. There had never been 


moment since its adoption, declared 


the senator, when it had not been 
the intention of the Democratic party 
to do all in its power, should the op- 
portunity present itself, to amend the 
constitution so as to restrict the right 
of suffrage and, if possible, prevent 
tbe poor and illiterate white people 
from exercising that right. The peo- 
ple were confronted with a proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution, which 
would, in his judgement, disfranchise 
the poor and illiterate classes of both 
races. 


"It is," he said, "a carefully pre- 


pared and well-devised scheme, by 
which it is thought forever to prevent 
the common people of North Carolina 
from participating 
in the manage- 


ment and control of her affairs." 


Important Decision Rendered In Alien 


ation Suit. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 20.—The full 


bench of the Supreme Court gave a re 
markable decision here lu the case of 
Mrs. Ella M. Houghton of Hudson 
against Ella M. Rice of the same 
place, holding that a wife has no right 
of action against another woman for 
the alienation of her husband's affec- 
tions when no illegal conduct is 
charged. 


The court sustains a demurrer 


which the defendant filed to the plain- 
tiff's declaration, thereby setting aside 
a verdict of $10,000, which a Middlesex 
jury awarded to the plaintiff. 
The 


court says: "We do not think the 
declaration in this case sets forth any 
cause of action at common law, even 
if the husband had been the plaintiff 
instead of the wife, and no statute of 
this commonwealth gives the wife any 
greater right than the husband in 
oases of this nature." 


The court points out that In the 


case of Lellis against Lambert, the 
loss of a wife's affections not brought 
about by some act on the defendant's 
part, which necessarily caused or in- 
volved the loss of her consortium, 
never gave a cause of action to her 
husband: that his wife might permit 
an admirer to pay her attentions, fre- 
quent her society, \isit at her home, 
spend his money upon her and by such 
means alienate her affections, result- 
ing even in her refusal to live with her 
husband, and, so far as he could bring 
about, in the breaking up of his home, 
and yet, there being no unlawful con- 
duct and no "procuring or enticing" 
or "harboring and secreting" of the 
wife, no action at law was open to the 
husband against tbe man, and that a 
wife can be in no better position to 
maintain an action against a woman 
guilty of similar conduct toward her 
husband. 


Counterfeited Railroad Ticketa. 
Denver, Col., Oct. 20.—The officials 


of the 
Colorado 
Midland Railway 


Company have discovered a case of 
ticket counterfeiting. The counter- 
feited ticket is what is known as a 
skeleton round trip form. It is so 
made, that with the coupon attached 
it can be made out to any point in the 
country and return. The tickets dis- 
covered have been all on eastern 
points, and they were so well copied 
that not only conductors but em- 
ployes in the general office passed 
them without question. The officials 
have no idea of the number of tickets 
out, but believe it to be large. 


The Bridge Combination Formed. 
Pittsburg, Oct. 20.—It is announced 


that the bridge building combination 
under the name of the American 
Bridge Company has been completed, 
and will be in operation by tbe first 
of next month. The combination in- 
cludes thirty-five of the thirty seven

Britain Agrees to Change. 


London, Oct. 20.—The British For- 


eign Office asserts that the verbal 
changes in "the terras of the Alaskan 
modus vivendi are of no partial Im- 
portance and have been readily agreed 
to, and that, it is assumed that Sec- 
retary Hay and the British Charge 
d'Affairs in Washington, Mr. Tower, 
will sign at once. 


The Sick Are Provided For. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—In view of 


despatches from Hong Kong criticiz- 
ing the medical service ia the Philip- 
pines, the Secretary of War has call- 
ed for reports as to the real condition 
of affairs. 
The surgeon general in- 


forms him that there are sixty-one 
regular army surgeons in Manila and 
seventy-seven contract surgeons, in 
addition to the medical officers with 
each regiment, making a total of 231 
medical officers either under orders 
to the Philippines or already there, to 
care for 60,000 men. There are now 
in the Philippines 175 doctors for 31,- 
3.i4 enlisted men. These medical of- 
ficers are assisted by 989 enlisted hos- 
pital stewards and nurses and seven- 
ty women nurses. Of hospital tents 
there arc 1,232 on the spot, and 240 
are on the way to Manila 
As eac-h of 


these tents will accommodate six men 
without crowding, 8,832 sick soldiers 
can be cared for at one time. The 
largest number of sick reported by the 
medical officers in charge has been 
1,847. 


There are four permanent hospitals 


in Manila with 2,000 beds. These 
permanent hospitals have never been 
filled, and the army has accommoda- 
tions in the hospital tents for more 
than four times as many sick as have 
been reported. The army with Otis 
has double the number of medical of- 
ficers usually supplied to an army of 
its size, besides a full regiment of hos- 
pital stewards and nurses of whom 
have had • medical training. It has 
been the ppllcy of the 
department 


whenever requisitions have been made 
to send double the number of officers 
asked for as a precaution against suf- 
fering and neglect. For instance, on 
Oct. 10, Dr. Woodhull, the chief sur- 
geon with Otis, cabled to the surgeon 
general that he needed twenty more 
medical officers. 


The surgeon general responded at 


once with thirty regular commissioned 
medical officers and forty assistant 
surgeons, who were speedily on their 
way to Manila. He also sent thirty 
more women nurses to supplement the 
seventy now in Manila. He has sent 
the hospital ships Missouri and Relief, 
which have accommodations for 600 
sick, with medical officers and nurses 
and everything necessary to make 
them complete hospitals. The Secre- 
tary of War thus finds that there are 
accommodations for more than 10,000 
sick, although not 2,000 have been re- 
ported in the hospitals at any one 
time. 


Gave His Body Away. 


Ft. Wayne, Ind., Oct. 20.—Simon E. 


Vandevere, a veteran of the Civil War, 
was found dead at his home here. 
Some time ago he made an agreement 
with a New Haven doctor whereby 
the latter wan to get his body after 
death, but the Coroner will refuse to 
execute the contract.

While it is best, so far as can be 


done, to hnvo the stock fully ready for 
market before selling, yet in many 
cases as a choice between feeding a 
month after stormy •weather sets in 
and selling before there will be mot'c 
money in selling early. 


Winter feeding, both with growing 


and fattening stock, is the most ex- 
pensive of all and the number of ani- 
mals kept should be made as small as 
possible. In fact, as a rule, the teams 
milk cows, sheep, and the animals 
doomed necessary for breeding, nnd the 
young growing animals are all that 
should be winteied. 


It is poor economy to feed matured 


animals through the winter unless they 
are needed for some special purpose. 


With animals bred and Ted especially 


for ment, one of the best plans is to 
keep them in such condition during 
growth that only n short time of feed- 
ing with a full fattening ration AS ill lie 
necessary to fiuish. This is true of 
all stock, and especially of hoes and 
cattle. 


Every advantage must bf> taken to 


lessen the cost of production; nnd one 
way of floinsr this with fattening stock 
is to sell before the weather gets too 
cold and stormv. 


A little crowding now will help sreat- 


ly in enabling the stock to be marketed 
In good season.

RAILROAD MEN INTERESTED IN 


TBIS ORDDR. 


Railroad men in Portsmouth and all 


over Hew England are deeply interested 
n the fact that Train Despatcher Hugh 
J. Hill of the Tauuton division of the 
Sew Ilaven system was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Fiske in 
Bosten Wednesday on complaint 
ol 


Peter J. Gullagan, a mumbor of ILe Or- 
der of Railway Telegiaphers.for alleged 
violation of the interstate commerce 
ittiv. It is alleged that Gallagan was 
discharged from his position because of 
his refusal to withdraw from the order 
on the alleged demand of Mr. Hill. 


Tbe case is said to be the tirst of its 


kind, and is expected to define labor's 
rights under the law. Tbe prosecution 
is based ou Section 10 of the Interstate 
Commerce act. This section says: 


"That any employer subject to the 


provisions of this act or any officer, 
agent or receiver of such employer who 
shall require any employee, or .any per- 
son seeking employment, as a condition 
of such employment, to enter into an 
agreement, whether written or verbal. 
not to become or remain a member of 
any labor corporation, association, or 
organization; or shall threaten any em- 
ployee with loss of employment, or 
shall unjustly discriminate against any 
employee because of his membership io 
such a labor corporation, association or 
organization; * * * or who shall, after 
having discharged an employee, at- 
tempt to conspire to prevent such em- 
ployee from obtaining employment, or 
who shall, after the quitting of an em- 
ployee from obtaining employment, is 
hereby declared to be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction thereof in 
auy court in the United States of com- 
petent jurisdiction in the district in 
winch such offense is committed, shall 
be punished for each offense by a fine of 
not less than $100 and not more than 
$1000."
